REMARKS 

This paper is in response to the Office Action of Aug. 8, 2007. 

Claims 21 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) over Takeuma (US 6,527,861) in view 
of Sakamoto et al. (6,382,849). This rejection is traversed. 

The applicants traverse the rejection, however, in order to expedite the allowance of 
the pending claims, the applicants have elected cancel the only rejected claim, which is claim 
21. The cancellation of this claim, however, should not be construed as agreement with the 
office that the newly found art does indeed teach any of the features. To the contrary, the 
Applicants have elected to make such cancellation to allow opportunity to review the cited art 
and file a continuation application directed to the same or similar scope at a later time, if so 
desired.
